SECRETARY OF TREASURY IN 
ANNUAL REPORT URGES LESS 
TAXATION DESPITE DEFICIT 


Mellon Believes Removal Of Sur-Taxes Would Bring 


Capital From Hiding Places And Naturally Pro- 
vide New Business And Additional Sources Of 
Revenue—Says Great Wealth Dodges Tax Law j 
Anyway 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 — Un- 


daunted by the expected deficit this 
year in government revenues, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Andrew W. 
Mellon, in his annual report today,' 


i declared the country should not be 
i subjected -to" additional taxation, in- 


j stead o frecommendirig new taxa- 
tion to make up tlie deficit. Secre- 
tary Mellon advocated the lowering 
of sur-tax rates on large Incomes 
from the present 50 per cent to 25 
per cent, 
contending this action 


would result in capital being drawn 
from its hiding places and put to j 
productive work, thus creating new 
tax sources naturally. 


Great wealth, Mellon pointed out, j 


now sinks itself in tax exempt se- i 
curities and other tax-free invest-1 
ment fields and yields the govern-1 
ment nothing.
